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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not deemed to be 
persuasive, therefore the rejection stands. 

Specifically, Applicant argues that the "validity period value" in the claim languages is different from that of Harrison because the latter 
is about the validity period that the policy is applicable, while the former limits on the validity of the stored item itself. 

As has been conveyed in the recent telephone interview, Applicant is advised to clearly define the word "validity" (e.g., the associated 
item can not be modified during the validity period) because validity has a broad meaning including applicability of the content of the 
item. 
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
